imposed by this title and by Title III 
for such preceding taxable year 
shall be redetermined accordingly. 
Any amount found to be due to the 
taxpayer upon the basis of such re-

252. If such net loss is in excess of 
the net income for such preceding 
year, the amount of such excess 
shall under regulations prescribed 
by the commissioner, with the ap- 
proval of the secretary, he allowed 
as a deduction in computing the net 
income for the succeeding taxable 
year.” 

It is well known that when the 
general reduction in prices now in 
progress began in March, nearly 
every industry was overstocked, for 
fear of paying still higher prices in 
the future. Inventories taken be- 
fore this price-dropping set in and 
partly during its beginning were 
tremendously high, whether taken 
at cost or market. Losses suffered 
thereafter through falls in prices 
were in many cases so heavy as to

Mill Schools More Eflicient 
in South 


Columbia, 8. C.—The annual re- 
port of W. A. Shealy, State super- 
visor of mill schools, submitted to 
the State Superintendent ef Educa- 
tion, gives a great deal of informa- 
tion in regard to the workings of 
these schools. He says, in part: 

“During the year the schools 
shared in the great prosperity of the 
mills. New school houses were 
built and old ones were repaired. 
Furniture was bought, and. much 
equipment was added. Teachers’ 
salaries were raised. Living quar- 
ters were provided and improved. 
The attitude of the mill authorities 


toward the schools and toward 
county and State supervision has 
changed. They welcomed personal 


and official visits and suggestions. 
“The one-teacher school, as such, 
does not exist in mill villages. Seven 
town and city schools find it profit- 
able to support one teacher with one 
or two grades at the mill for the 
convenience of the small children. 
Schools at mills located within the 
school district usually have four 
grades, the central school taking all 
above these grades. Every school in 


term except three—Saxe Gotha, Val- 
ley Falls and Cherokee Falls. 

“The children from 145 mills at- 
tend mill schools. Thirty-five other 
mills have no schools, but patronize 
the regular district school. Mill 
schools range from the private 
school to the free public school, 
financially they are supported by 
the mills through every degree from 
all to nothing. At least $100,000 
yearly is contributed in this way, 
that never finds its way to the pub- 
lic records. Better salaries and 
better living conditions are attract- 
ing many of our best teachers of the 
State to the mill schools. In facet, 
some of the best teachers of the 
State are found in our mill villages. 
The trustees of these schools are 
demanding the best and are willing 
to pay good salaries for the right 
teacher.” 

Greenville mill schools come in 
for considerable comment, most of 
it favorable. The part of the re- 


port referring to Greenville mills 
follows: 
“Judson Mill, Greenville, has

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Waste in The Process of 
Cotton Manipulation 


Series of Articles on Waste of Cotton From Field to Cloth by Sam Wakefield. 
Textile Engineer 


The actual operation of remoy- 
ing the lint from the cotton seed re- 
mains practically the same as Whit- 
ney left it, more than a century ago. 
In his day, however, cotton was 
picked and not “gathered,” and if 
the negro family did collect the un- 
opened bolls and break them open 
on the hearth stone at night, in or- 
der to get as much cotton from the 
patch as possible, the seed and cot- 
ton was separated clean and free 
from broken hull and trash. Since 
Whitney's experience with cotton 
fibre the harvesting of cotton has 
greatly deteriorated, it may be thai 
ae seasons have changed, nature 
may be more bountiful with the 
water supply, but it is quite certain 
that more cotton of differing quali- 
ties is collected today. Perhaps it 
may be better to say that less is left 
on the ground to be ploughed under, 
all is “fish that comes to the net,’ 
and not even the spinner would 
complain of this evidence of thrift, 
if only the various kinds were kept 


separate. 
Whatever improvements have 
heen made in the machinery used 


in the gin-house, have been suggest- 
ed by the unclean condition of the 
crop, and some of the brightest en- 
gineering minds have found a hard 


task in combatting the elimination 
of foreign matter, to the neglect of 
the better object of improving the 
ginning methods themselves, that is 
to the simple operation of removing 
clean lint from an equally clean 
seed-cotton. Consider the machin- 
ery of a modern ginning plant: to 
the un-initiated the actual ein 
lost in the maze of cleaning ma- 
chines, hullers, boll breakers. and 
grabbot machines. What a waste 
of energy, what a misapplication of 
genius, what a monument to the 
carelessness of the cotton grower, 
and a standing example of hurry 
and grab! The space in the gin- 
house not occupied in this manner, 
is largely taken up with trunks, and 
conveyors, and fans for induced 
draught. These are permissible and 
may be praiseworthy, in so far as 
they reduce the amount of. manual 
labor, and increase the production 
acordingly, but even these are often 
misused. 

Someone, and he an authority on 
the cotton crop, and ginning meth- 
ods, has written: “The entire Amer- 
ican cotton crop of approximately 
15,000,000 bales has to be ginned 
within practically four months.” 
Think about that carefully and then 
attempt to answer the question

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“has it?” Cotton fiber is not liable 
to decay or deterioration by keep- 
ing in seed for the remainder of the 
calender year, in fact it would not 
be difficult to find experts to argue 
that the staple will improve if left 
for some time on the seed. Why 
then this feverish haste to separate 
the fibre from the seed no matter 
what it’s condition? Is it for 
nomic reasons? ‘Then take the opin- 


ion of the writer I have quoted: 
“Some gins are operated day and 


night at their full capacity.” There 
is nothing in the slightest degree in- 
jurious in such a proceeding, if it is 
recognized that the machinery is 
not working double’ shifts, but 
constantiv wearing im increased 
proportion to the number of hours 
it runs. “Often gins are speeded un 
in an effort to gain time, but.the 
unfortunate result of speeding up 
is fo cut the fibre of the cotton to 
an extent which costs the producers 
a great amount of money = each 
year.” Not only does it cost a great 
amount of money, bul in the after 
processes of spinning, such unnec- 
essary waste is made, and many un- 
needed machines must be employed. 
Why then must the crop all be gin- 
ned in a short space of time? We 
have had the opportunity of trying 
out this method of delayed or slow- 
er ginning, and found the results 
amply repay the system. The cot- 
ton in this case was bought as fast 
as it was harvested or offered, and 
instead of ginning at a headlong 
pace, it was stored in the seed. The 
speed of.the gin saws was not al- 
tered, buf the rate of the feeding of 
the seed cotton was kept easy, with-

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Cotton Booms in China. 


Several causes have recently di- 
rected the attention of Japanese 
spinners to the feasibility of estab- 
‘ishing spinning mills in China, 
namely, the increased duties placed 
py China on textiles, the restrictions 
placed by the Japanese Government 
on the expert of yarns, the abund- 
ance Of cheap labor, and the fact 
‘hat m Crina raw materials and 
narkets are close at hand . 

The Japan Gotton Spinning Com- 
pany some time ago launched a pro- 
ect for the establishment of a spin- 
ning mill at Tsingtao. The company 
acquired a tract of about 20 acres 
and filed application for permission 
‘o erect its buildings. This permis- 
sion was recently given, and the 
work is already under way. The 
company proposes to operate ap- 
proximately 35,000 spindles. In ad- 
dition to mills now under way at 
Shanghai, the company plans to 
erect another mill ‘at Tientsin to 
operate from 20,000 to 30,000 spin- 
dies, 

Three more promotions of a simi- 
lar nature to be located also at 
Tsingtao are now reported. Messrs. 
Toyoda, Yamamoto and the Nisshin 
Cotton Spinning Company have all 
filed petitions for ‘permission’ to 
erect factories of 30,000 spindles 
each. Thus: the total projects now 
under way amount to 125,000 spin- 
dies. The Naigai Company, a Jap- 
anese concern, is already operating 
a mill of 30,000 spindles at Tsting- 
tao. The machinery for all these 
ventures is to come from America, 
according to reports. 

At Tientsin a number of native 
and foreign enterprises are under 
way. The Fuji Cotton Mill of Ja- 
pan is constructing a factory to be 
equipped with 30,000 spindles. The 
Heng Yuen Cotton Weaving Com- 
pany is erecting a mill to be equip- 
ped with 200 looms and 10,000 spin- 
dies. The company will manufac- 
‘ure sheetings, drills and heavy can- 
vas. The Yuan Textile Company is 
making an extension to its present 
plant to provide for 20,000 spindles, 
which will bring its total up to 45,- 
OOO. It is reported that Mr. Chow 
fsuebhsi, director of the cotton’ bu- 
reau, plans togerect a large cotton 
mill at Tientsinf but how the capi- 
‘al is to be raised is not known. The 
Washington Cotton Spinning Mill, 
Which began operation of 25,000 
spindles-at the end, of 4948, together 
with several other mills, plans ex- 
‘ensions which will total 54,000 spin- 
dles. Most of the above mills are 
driven by electric power. 

According to Japanese press re- 
ports, there are two cotton mills 
building at Wuchang and a third is 
contemplated. A mill at Wuchang 
already in operation is under the 
nanagement of the Chu-Hsing 
Kungsu of Hankpw, and a school is 
run in connection with the mill. Al- 
though on a rather small scale, it is 
said to be yvedy efficiently conduct- 
ed, a fact which has led to the simi- 
‘ar above-mentioned projects. 

Overseas Chinese capitalists are 
“eported to have formed a company 
at Canton to be known as the Tai 
Chung Hua Cotton Mill, capitalized 
‘t $5,000,000, of which $2,000,000 has 
already been subseribed. The capi- 
tal is to be raised jointly by the pro- 
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moters @hd a group of 72 merchant 
guilds of Canton. The proposed mill 
is to be modeled after the large 
Chinese owned concern is Haiphong. 
—Trans-Pacific.

DEPT .T 
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The Business Situation as Seen by Jam. . 
D. Hammett 


We recently wrote James OD. 
Hammett, president ofthe Orr Cot- 
ton Mills, and former president of 
the American Cotton Manufactur- 
ers Association, who is recognized 
as one of the leading authorities on 
cotton manufacturing in the South, 
for an expression of is views on 
the present status of the textile in- 
dustry and the outlook for future 
prosperity. In his reply Mr. Ham- 
mett sums up the factors that have 
contributed to the Present business 
condition and. poimts out the 
changes that must. take place before 
business can reach a standard that 
will induce active trading. Mr. 
Hammett’s letter presents an inter- 
esting view of the situation and the 
possible remedies. Our moral fibre, 
as well as our business structure, 
needs rebuilding. Mr. Hammett says, 
and we must overcome the, spirit of 
excessive extravagance that was 
rife in the after-the-war boom pe- 
riod. His letter is as follows: 

“Tt is difficult during the present 
moment of discouragement to say 
anything of value as. regards im- 
provement in conditions as they af- 
fect the textile industry. 

“The world passed through the 
most terrible war of history, with 
waste, perhaps, in excess of any- 
thing ever known. Added to the 
waste practiced by nations and indi- 
viduals was the disposition. pro- 
duce as little per hour as e6uld be 
made to pass the tolerant eye of the 
lime keeper. It is popular to Say 
everyone worked to the limit be- 
cause of patriotism, but those who 
kept the records of production know 
the fallacy of the statement, and 
that production materially declined 
and the disposition to loiter § ad- 
vanced during the war period when 
everyone was prosperous. This con- 
dition did not apply solely to the 
textile industry, but applied to all. 

“Nations and individuals cultivat- 
ed a spirit of excessive extrava- 
gance, with prices for all commodi- 
ties and labor reaching limits be- 
yond the wildest dreams of the mos! 
pronounced optimist. Prosperity

Japan’s Cotton Industry From Ship- 
ing and Engineering. 


The cotton spinning industry of 
Japan has risen on the passing of 
the crop whose cultivation once 
played so important a part in the 
lives of the majority of the popula- 
tion. The introduction into Japan in 
the early sixties of modern spinning 
machinery, marked the beginning of 
the end of Japan-grown cotton, for 
its short and coarse fibre proved 
unsuited to power spinning. 

While the cotton acreage of Japan 
has gone down from more than 260,- 
000 acres as an average from the 
vears from 1883-88 to only 6,000 in 
1913-18 and the production from 
more than 53,000,000 pounds to 
something over 2,000,000 the impor- 
tation of raw cotton has grown un- 
til it amounted to Y 515,558,989 last 
year, or 315 per cent of Japan’s Y 
1,668,143,833 of import trade. The 
important position which the cot- 
ton industry has attained is further 
emphasized by the fact that exports 
of cotton yarn and tissues during 
last year reached a value of Y 385,- 
213,239 which was nearly 20 per cent 
of the total receipts of Y 1,962,100,- 
668 from goods shipped abroad. Be- 
sides these there are various cot- 
Lon piece-goods which count up to 
many millions more and bring the 
Lotal of exports to well over Y 400,- 
000,000, a close second to raw silk 
and silk manufactures. 

All this growth has, of course, 
been made in the half century since 
Japan became a part of the modern 
world. The establishment of the 
Kagoshima Cotton Spinning Mill in 
1862 under the auspices of the Lord 
of Satsuma marks the beginning of 
cotton spinning in Japan along mod- 
ern industrial lines.

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Selling Yourself. 


It is related that Madame Patt, 
the great singer, once called for her 
mail at the postoffice of a small 
town and was refused because the 
postmaster did not believe that she 
was the matchless Patti. 

Being unable to identify herself 
otherwise, Madame Patti stood upon 
the steps of the postoffice and sang 
and as the notes of her wonderful 
voice went out over the little village 
the people gathered in awe and 
wonder and the postmaster hurried 
to her with the mail that she had 
requested. 

The woman who called for the 
mail claimed that she was Madame 
Patti, the wonderful singer, and, 
when doubted, demonstrated or in 
modern vernacular showed “the 
goods.” 

A superintendent or overseer ap- 
plies for a job and claims that he 
has the training and ability to fill 
it but when he is doubted he has 
difficulty in proving his claim be- 
cause unlike Madame Patti he can 
not show his qualifications. 


It is always a big problem not only 
to the man who is seeking the job 
but also to the representative of the 
mill that is doing the employing and 
it is small wonder that so many mis- 
takes are made. 

We recall one superintendent who 
has been out of employment a very 
few times but then always finds it 
extremely difficult to secure a posi- 


tion. He is a competent manufac- 
turer, and a man of high character 
but somehow he does not seem to 
be able to “sing” the right notes 
when called upon to show his 
“goods.” We recall another super- 
intendent who never holds any job 
very long, really knows very little 
about manufacturing and has the 
habit of getting graft out of the 
purchases that he makes for his 
mills but he can land a job easier 
than any man we ever saw. He 
seems to be able to sing a sweet note 
of some kind that makes the pros- 
pective employer forget to call for 
references and recommendations. 

A popular phrase that has recent- 
ly come into the business world is 
“selling yourself.” The phrase is 
founded upon the theory that in or- 
der to secure a desired position you 
must be able to show your goods, 
that is, your qualifications and your 
fiiness for the position, just the 
same as a salesman would show the 
qualities of an article that he had 
for sale. 


One of the superintendents, re- 
ferred to above, was a poor sales- 
man and fails to convince the em- 
ployer of his good qualities, while 
the other is an expert salesman and 
sells himself in spite of his poor 
qualifications. 

It should not be assumed from 
statements that a man can 
only sell himself by bragging and 
boasting of what he has done and 
what he can do for just as a dry 


these 


goods merchant gets suspicious of 
goods for which too much is claim- 
ed so the “buyer” of a man’s ser- 
vices become doubtful of one who 
boasts and claims too much. 

There is something peculiar and 
subtle about the ability of one man 
to sell goods or services as the case 
may be while another fails com- 
pletely in his efforts to make a sale. 
Salesmanship is a fine art but all 
salesmen agree that the basis of the 
art is ability to understand the pe- 
culiarties of each buyer. 

Almost every successful business 
man has in his safe worthless stock 
that was sold him by some expert 
salesman who was able to “size him 
up” and caught his weak angle. 

The man who will not buy Goy- 
ernment bonds from one man will 
some time or other buy stock in the 
Kasything Oil Company from an- 
other man. 

Of course some men buy more 
fakes than others and the failure of 
many men is based upon their pref- 
erence for the purchase of fakes. 

Salesmanship seems te be almost 
born in a man but there is also a 
lot to be learned by study and ob- 
servation. 

When superintendent or overseer 
knows that he has “the goods” and 
yet has difficulty in selling himself. 
it is worth his while to study those 
who have inferior “goods” and yet 
sell themselves with such. 

If we could all stand upon the 
posteffice steps and prove our 
“goods” as did Madame Patti in the 
little Vilage the art of salesmanship 
would sd0n become extinct but it is 
the lot of most men to have at some 
lime to “sell themselves” and the 
better salesman often wins over the 
better man. 


Still No Child Labor Decision. 


The United States Supreme Court 
met last Monday and adjourned to 
Dec. 6th without rendering any de- 
cision on the Federal Child Labor 
Law. 

As the case was heard by the 
court on Dec. 10, 1949, it will have 
taken them a full year to decide the 
matter even if they render this de- 
cision on Dec. 6.

Orders for immediate delivery 
coming from jobbers that have al- 
ready disposed of their heavyweight 
stock are quite frequent and buying 
is brisk for case lots. 

The price continues. to remain at 
$3.25 to $3.50 for the balbriggans and 
$6.50 for the unions. 

The cold weather has been a big 
factor in helping the jobbers and 
retailers to move their stocks. A 
large retailer is reported as having 
just completed a successful heavy 
underwear sale.

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The Yarn Market 


Philadelphia—Yarn markets have 
been very dull and prices have been 
marked lower. The ghost of i5c 
cotton hangs over the New York 
trade, and merchants have lost con- 
fidence in any price that may be 
quoted. 

Reports from spinning centers 
continue of a gloomy character, 
many carded yarn mills being closed 
completely in addition to the dis- 
tress signals sti flying in combed 
yarn mills. 

With very few exceptions, every 
count in the Southern carded sec- 
tion of the list, both single and ply, 
including both weaving and knit- 
ting yarns, has again been marked 
down. The cuts reported were not 
wide, an exception to this being in 
40s-2 carded skeins, which are being 
sold at 52 cents, three cents under 
the lowest reported for this count 
heretofore. 

It is apparent from reports that 
the bulk of the 10s carded yarns 
moving through this market at 
present are bringing not over 32 
cents for single skeins: 34 cents for 
single warps and 34 cents for two- 
ply skeins and warps, with 20s sell- 
ing generally at 35 to 37 cents, and 
30s at 42 to 44 cents a pound.

Southern frame spun carded cones 
have been scaled down a cent a 
pound and a spread of 20 cents is all 
that now separates 8s and 40s. 


Still further price cutting is in 
prospect, yarn men say, although 
they do not expect it to be of a rad- 
ical nature but rather to continue 
as a gradual readjustment. Twen- 
ties two-ply carded warps at as low 
as 30 cents have already been of- 
fered here in appreciable quantity, 
however, or five cents under any- 
thing thus far reported as an actual 
sale, so that it would cause little

New York—Lack of demand and 
low cotton quotations have caused 
further declines in cotton goods. 
Buying has been confined almost 
generally to immediate or nearby 
requirement and they have been 
very small. To induce sales, sev- 
eral large commission houses are 
offering floods on memorandum, the 
price to be named later on. The pur- 
pose of the wider adoption of this 
policy is to assist the buyer to over- 
come the difficulty of financing new 
purchases. 

The gray goods markets continue 
very unsettled. The boldness of 
some speculators in cloths is past 
understanding. Some of these fac- 
tors have offered to sell round quan- 
tities for delivery in the first quar- 
ter of the year at prices below those 
now current. Some mills decline to 
sell ahead and others are consider- 
ing. What is of great importance 
is the fact that some of the large 
buyers of the market now refuse 
to enter into any transactions with 
second hands who offer goods be- 
low the market for future delivery, 
unless it appears that they have 
direct mill authority for their ac- 
tion. In some instances they have 
arrived at the conclusion to bny no 
more gray cloths from these spec- 
ulative operators on the ground that 
their deliveries may not be good, 
and there may be no recourse, Sell- 
ing the print cloth markets long or 
short may prove to become more 
restricted because of the recently 
assumed attitude of some large con- 
verters, who have hitherto taken 
goods where they could get them 
the cheapest. 


Aside from all financial considera- 
tions that affect business generally, 
experienced merchants say they. do 
not find fault because buyers are 
inclined to bid under any price 
named. The buyer as well as the 
seller has seen prices go to levels 
wholly unwarranted by any basis 
of costs likely to be reached in 
months and each succeeding trans- 
action has been followed by an op- 
portunity to better it. Many selling 
agents are forced to confess that 
the prices they will accept for their
